Completion 
scheduled for 
early summer 

There has been a change 
of personnel in the family 
partnership for the Habitat 
house nearing completion on 
North Washington Street. 

“The Habitat affiliate remains 
committed to our purpose 
of building houses and hope 
with families in Fulton and 
Hickman counties,” Cherry 
Pyron, chairman of the affiliate 
board, said. “As of May 18, 
we are partnering with Darrell 
Sims and his nephew Gerrard 
to complete this house, with 
the continuing help of great 
community volunteers, and 
to see the Sims move into the 
house by early summer.” 


The greatest need at the 
North Washington house now 
is working on the lot. There is a 
large brush pile that needs to be 
burned, and some tractor work is 
needed to level out the site and 
prepare it for landscaping. “We 
hope to plant some shrubs or 
small trees on the north property 
line,” Pyron said, “and all ideas 
are welcome about what type of 
materials to use there.” 

Also, groups who would 
prepare lunches for the 
volunteers are needed, and 
Pyron welcomes calls for that 
very important contribution, at 
627-0907. 

Habitat work has also been 
going on at the end of Moore 
Street where Thomas Crumble 
and a friend “using two 
hammers and a sledge hammer,” 
laughed Crumble, demolished 
Crumble’s small trailer, then 
hauled it away. This work is

part of Crumble’s sweat equity 
in his partnership with Habitat 
for the house built this year 
by Ronnie Harper’s carpentry 
students at the Fulton County 
Area Technology Center. 

“We hope to have this house 
settled on Thomas’s lot within 
the next three weeks,” Pyron 
said. “We anticipate having 
the footer dug and poured this 
week, and we’re planning for 
the house movers to follow this 
prep work very quickly to bring 
the house from Hickman.” 

As a mission project this 
spring, the youth of St. 
Jude Catholic Church in 
Martin, Tenn., built an 8x8- 
foot outbuilding that they 
are donating to the North 
Washington Street Habitat 
project. 

“We continue to be 
overwhelmed and encouraged 
through the work of Habitat in 
our hometowns,” Pyron said. 
“God’s work, which we believe 
this is, is empowering all of us

to be better people and to share 
our blessings with each other.” 

Pyron welcomes your 
questions about the types of 
work that will be done on 
upcoming Saturdays to help 
finish these two houses in 
Clinton. Family selection for 
the Habitat house that will 
be built beginning this fall in 
Fulton is in its final stages; the 
Fulton partner family should be 
selected by early July.

It has been a few weeks since 
I have had the opportunity to 
get a column to our papers. 
As many of you know, Donald 
Pruitt, my father, has had some 
very difficult health problems 
within the last month, and 
family has been very much 
involved in assisting through 
those problems. Thanks to many 
of you for the phone calls and 
cards he has received. We are 
all excited that he is back home 
in his room at ICF and seems to 
be getting stronger as each day 
passes. Again we appreciate 
your prayers and support. 

First, I want to share some 
information with you concerning 
the building project the county 
is involved in converting 
the former Hickman County 
Extension office building to 
the Hickman County Judge 
Executive’s office. McKinney 
Construction Company was 
the successful low bidder on 
the project and is currently 
in the process of completing 
that work. We hope that the 
project will be completed, and 
that we will be in the building 
sometime midsummer. As has 
been reported, the original 
contract price for completion 
of this work was $84,211.00. At 
our last fiscal court meeting, the 


fiscal court approved a bill for 
$24,682.50 toward that original 
contract amount. There has 
been some misunderstanding 
that that is an additional amount 
over and above the $84,211.00; 
however, this is not the case. 
Throughout this project the 
fiscal court will review and 
approve a pay request at each 
fiscal court meeting, to pay for 
what part of the work has been 
completed up to that point. That 
is what this payment is for. No 
doubt, as with any construction 
project, there will be change 
orders and additional costs that 
could not have been anticipated 
prior to starting the work in 
converting an old building 
into a newer, modern building 
for public use. However, that 
$24,682.50 payment was simply 
the first payment to McKinney 
on the original contract price. 

Also in that same fiscal court 
meeting, the fiscal court passed 
the first reading of an ordinance 
to create the Hickman County 
Ambulance district and set a 
tax rate of $.10 per every $100 
of assessed property valuation 
as the tax rate. As everyone 
knows, the fiscal court has been 
working with the ambulance 
board now for over eighteen 
months in an attempt to find the 


most efficient and responsible 
way to continue the advanced 
life support ambulance service 
which we are fortunate to have. 
As a result of eighteen months 
of work and study, and looking 
at who the supportive partners 
in the county have been, the 
fiscal court felt it had no other 
option in order to continue our 
needed ambulance service. 
I have previously discussed 
the only three taxing options 
available to us. After much 
discussion and painful thinking, 
we have chosen the property tax 
as the best way to finance this 
much needed service. As we 
have completed this process, 
we have tried to talk to as many 
citizens as possible to discern 
the public’s desire in regard to 
this matter, beginning with a 
public meeting at the Young 
Center. We appreciate the input 
that many have given in regard 
to this important service in the 
county. 

We will be continuing 
to work to make sure Hickman 
County citizens are provided the 
best possible service that they 
deserve in the most efficient way 
possible. We always welcome 
your constructive comments in 
regard to options and ways to do 
things better.

“We have economic 
development directors in each 
of our counties.

Gallagher referred is the Ken- 
Tenn Regional Alliance, an 
all-encompassing regional 
entity, whose board of directors 
includes Gallagher, Martin, 
Tenn. city Mayor Randy 
Brundige, Lake County 
Mayor Macie Roberson, 
Obion County Mayor Benny 
McGuire, Hickman County 
Judge Executive Greg Pruitt 
and Carlisle County Judge- 
Executive Greg Terry. 

According to the media 
packet provided following the 
alliance’s meeting May 20, on 
the campus of the University of 
Tennessee at Martin, other key 
active participants in the alliance 
include Houston Patrick, 
Weakley County Mayor, Eddie 
Crittendon, Fulton-Hickman 
County Economic Development 
Partnership, Lindsay Frilling, 
Obion County Joint Economic 
Development Council/Chamber 
of Commerce and Ronnie Price, 
Weakley County Economic 

Got an opinion?

Gallagher addressed those 
present for the press conference, 
which in addition to area media, 
included Hollie Holt, the Ken- 
Tenn Regional Alliance Director 
and Allison Larson, consultant. 

“We have the Mississippi 
River, 1-69, short line main 
line railways, we need to focus 
attention on our area, crossing 
county lines and state lines. 
We need to enhance local EDP 
efforts, because the whole 
region benefits from jobs,” 
Gallagher said. 

He went on to explain the 
group had been in the process of 
defining their role, as a whole, 
as well as defining the role of 
Holt, who Gallagher said the 
Alliance wanted to serve as 
their “face”. 

Holt’s salary is funded 
through a joint contribution 
from alliance participants, as 
well as Rural Development 
funds and HUD grants. The 
alliance is currently in the 
process of applying for 501(c)3 
status. 

“Hollie will help do the 
messaging,” said Martin Mayor 
Randy Brundige. “We don’t 
always do a good job of telling 
people about the good things 
that happen. Recently, in our 
region, we have acquired close 
to 500 jobs, some in Union City, 
some in Fulton and some in 
Martin. We need to tell people 
about the good things.” 

In agreement there are already 
“good things happening” in 
the area, those present shared 
the sentiment the local EDPs 
conduct the sales, so to speak 
with regard to industrial 
recruitment, however multiple 
groups have a part in the 
strategy which sets a direction 
so that all aspects add up, as a 
whole, and those assets may be 
made accessible to the global 
marketplace. 

In the alliance’s Executive 
Summary of the Strategic 
Action Plan, three categories 
were highlighted for review 
including the region’s strengths, 
but not considered a competitive 
advantage; strengths and 
competitive advantage; and 
competitive advantage with 
leadership, planning and 
implementation. Each column 
was titled as Valuable, Valuable 
and Rare, and Valuable, Rare and 
Hard to Imitate, respectively. 

Listed among the strengths 


for the region, which includes 
the Kentucky counties of Fulton, 
Hickman and Carlisle and the 
Tennessee counties of Obion, 
Weakley and Lake, were entries 
such as proximity to sizable 
U .S. markets, transportation 
resources, TVA electricity, low 
unionization, availability of 
modern industrial buildings, 
the University of Tennessee at 
Martin, and the region’s ability 
to work well together, with 
engagement at all levels. 

The Ken-Tenn Regional 
Alliance was formed, according 
to the action plan summary, out 
of a specific need to address 
pressing issues including high 
unemployment and resulting 
high poverty levels, the need 
for improved infrastructure and 
declining population. Its primary 
mission is to “raise top of mind 
awareness of the region’s value 
proposition through promotion 
of regional assets and success 
stories, focusing on internal and 
external target audiences. 

Discussion took place as to the 
area festivals and campaigns, 
signifying the quality of life in 
the region, as well as the spirit of 
cooperation evident in projects 
undertaken on a community¬ 
wide scale, for the betterment of 
its citizens, and potentially, for 
industries interested in locating 
within the region. 

Plans are underway for 
the Alliance website, as well 
as expansion of the current 
board to include representation 
from each community’s areas 
of industry, education, and 
other divisions. The proposed 
individuals’ names will be 
presented for consideration by 
June 7, with the next meeting 
scheduled for June 12 at 10 
a.m. at the Carlisle County 
Courthouse. 

Holt said in long-range 
planning, she can foresee 
possible regional activities 
proposed, to draw citizens from 
all parts of the area together. 
The documentation of current 
successes and positive messages 
is also a long-range goal for the 
alliance.

Two off the bucket list 

It could be a good start for the 
making of the movie European 
Vacation 2. 

I thought Chevy Chase was 
hilarious in the film about his 
family’s adventures in Europe. 

Lisa and I had talked for three 
years about going to Europe 
to spend some time running 
around the countryside with 
Matthew. 

What reminded me most of the 
movie was all the roundabouts. 
I can’t count the times the voice 
in the GPS said something like 
“Take the third exit from the 
roundabout.” 

Visiting Europe before 
Matthew’s stint in the Army 
there was up was one of the 
items on our personal bucket 
list. The other was the trip to 
Africa to meet the teachers and 
students at the Christian School 
there and spend some time with 
the Arthur David family. I wrote 
about that previously. 

Castles, umbrellas, old 
churches, the Audubon and 1.5 
Euro to visit the toilets are some 
of the memories that will stick 
with me for a long time. 

When something is “old” in 
those countries it dates back 
perhaps a thousand years or 
more. 

Much of the mountaintops we 
passed were dotted with stately 


castles. Every area of Germany 
had them. Two in particular that 
we visited were in the Bavaria 
state of Germany. One was the 
castle that Cinderella’s Castle in 
Disneyworld is modeled after. 
We could see it out the window 
of the B&B where we stayed 
the first two nights. The long 
trek by foot in the rain, and $90 
Euros gained us a closer view. 

We didn’t let the rain dampen 
our spirits at those two awesome 
castles. Rain ponchos were 
available for about eight bucks 
at the ticket center gift shop. 

The first umbrellas we bought 
were from one of the vendors in 
Heidelberg. The first raindrops 
we ran into in Venice brought 
out the umbrella salesmen. 
Later on we found that they not 
only sold umbrellas, but also 
purses, gadget toys and other 
items, depending on the weather 
and how large the crowds of 
tourists were. 

This column is not to give a 
play-by-play account of our trip 
across the “pond” but to offer a 
few insights for those who plan 
to make a similar trip. 

Most of the countries we 
visited had either toll roads or 
charged for a windshield sticker 
sort of like our wheel tax. And it 
could run anywhere from about 
$15-$40, depending on the 
country. Italy sported tollbooths 
where you got a ticket upon

leaving and a bill when arriving 
at the next city. 

While I had heard about fees 
for the public toilets it didn’t set 
in until I experienced it myself. 
There were doorway attendants 
who made sure everyone paid 
and who were able to offer 
change. Euros, of course. 

No one that we encountered 
liked to take the U.S. dollars. 
ATMs with instructions 
in several languages were 
abundant and easy to use. 

During our trip one Euro cost 
$1.31 U.S. dollars. We learned 
the Swiss Franc was about 
equal to the dollar. Those were 
the currency of choice during 
our visits to Switzerland and 
Liechtenstein. 

There is ample material on 
the Internet about all these 
places and a lot more. 

Matthew was a good resource 
to have along, not only because 
of his car and GPS, but he knew 
much more about Europe, and 
in particular that the hotel room 
key also slides into the wall 
slot that turns on the lights in 
the room, and that once it is 
removed then the lights go out. 

There is more to that story but 
not here. 

The summer travel season is 
here and folks will be taking off 
in all directions. I hope that you 
keep safe and enjoy.

UK insect pest early warning 
system benefits producers

PRINCETON, Ky., (May 
20, 2013) - For more than 
20 years, specialists with 
the University of Kentucky 
Integrated Pest Management 
Program have trapped 
moths of Kentucky’s major 
agricultural pests to give 
producers an early warning 
about potential outbreaks. 
A recent UK College of 
Agriculture survey shows 
this program is paying 
financial and environmental 
dividends for the agricultural 
industry. 

Fall armyworm moth trap 
counts at the UK Research 
and Education Center in 
Princeton reached record 
numbers on two different 
occasions during the summer 
of 2012. The fall army worms 
arrived in July in Western 
Kentucky, earlier than 
ever before, and were the 
largest and longest lasting 
population in 10 years of 
data collection. Following 
the outbreaks, UK extension 
entomologist Doug 

Johnson and Patty Lucas, 
IPM extension specialist, 
conducted an online survey 
to determine the value of the 
early warning system. 

The survey had 39 individual 
responses representing 24 
Kentucky counties and 
locations in Illinois, Ohio 
and Indiana. The respondents 
said UK’s early warning 
system protected more than 
$1.6 million in crop yields 
and saved producers more 
than $270,000 in unnecessary 
pesticide applications. 
Additionally, 12 percent of 
responders reported they did 
not receive the early warning 
and lost at least $18,000 in 
crops due to fall armyworm 
damage, because they did 
not scout for the pest or 
make a timely insecticide 
application. 

“It is very clear from these 
data that early warning of an 
insect infestation provides 
a significant financial 
advantage to producers, 
and being unaware of early 
warnings can result in a 
significant financial penalty,” 
Johnson said. “Although our 


respondent sample size was 
small, it does indicate that 
the early warnings were used 
by a significant portion of 
agricultural and horticultural 
interests, which allowed 
them to make on-time, real¬ 
time management decisions 
for control of this pest.” 

The fall armyworm is a pest 
of many crops including 
alfalfa, row crops, tobacco, 
cucumbers and tomatoes, 
but it prefers grasses. The 
moths migrate from the 
South each summer, and the 
worms are active in the state 
from the mid-summer until 
the first killing frost. Survey 
respondents reported most 
of the damage from the 2012 
outbreak was in grass used 
for hay and pastures. 

About 85 percent of the 2012 
survey respondents said they 
received warning about the 
high trap counts. Survey 
respondents listed Kentucky 
Pest News, extension 
specialists, UK’s Grain Crops 
Update Blog and county 
extension agents as the main 
ways they received the early 
warning. 

Of the respondents, nearly 
45 percent said, due to the 
early warning system, they 
scouted their fields and 
determined they did not have 
a fall armyworm problem. As 
a result, respondents reported 
22,775 acres were not treated 
with a pesticide application. 
This not only saved producers 
money but also had human 
health and environmental 
benefits. It reduced the risk 
of pesticide exposure to 
handlers and applicators as 
well as beneficial insects 
including natural predators 
and pollinators. 

Of the producers who found 
fall armyworms in their 
fields, 47 percent said the 
early warning system gave 
them enough time to make 
a timely control decision to 
prevent crop damage or loss. 
Survey participants included 
producers, consultants, 
extension agents, pesticide 
industry representatives 
and farm supply business 
personnel.

FSA Announces prevented 
planting deadlines 


With spring planting 
underway, the Farm Service 
Agency is reminding 
producers to timely report 
any prevented or failed 
acreage to their local office. 

Prevented planting acreage, 
or acreage that could not be 
planted because of wet field 
conditions or other natural 
disaster, should be reported 
to FSA within 15 days of 
the final planting date of the 
crop. This includes crops 
covered by crop insurance ort 
he Non-insured Assistance 
program (NAP) and crops 
without insurance coverage. 
Producers should contact 
their local FSA office or crop 
insurance agent to verify 
final planting dates for all 
crops since they vary among 
counties and crop types. 

For crop losses on crops 
covered by the Non-insured 
Assistance Program (NAP), 
producers must contact their 
local FSA office within 15 


days of the occurrence of 
the disaster or when losses 
become apparent to file a 
Notice of Loss. Producers 
with crop insurance should 
contact their local agent 
when losses occur and before 
destroying the crop. 

To report prevented or 
failed acreage, producers 
must complete Form CCC- 
576, Notice of Loss for 
interested crops. Reporting 
prevented or failed acreage to 
FSA will ensure compliance 
with current farm programs, 
and possible eligibility for 
future disaster programs. 

If a producer misses 
the reporting deadline for 
prevented planting, they 
may still report prevented 
planting acreage as long as 
the disaster condition may be 
verified by a field visit before 
it is abandoned or destroyed.

scholarship,” stated Pyron. “I 
am also very excited to know 
that Cole is the first recipient. 
Cole is paving the way for his 
family, being the first to go on 
to college.” 

It was evident on Sunday as 


many walked through the doors 
of the ATC during Pyron’s 
reception that he has influenced 
the lives of many people. 
Former teachers and students 
took the time to visit with Pyron 
during the reception, enjoying 


cake and reminiscing about 
different events that have taken 
place over the years. 

Pyron is also involved with 
the youth at his church. “I have 
always enjoyed working with 
young folks,” stated Pyron. 


“My wife Cherry and I worked 
with the youth at our church 
for several years when we first 
lived in Clinton, and becoming 
a teacher seemed like a good 
opportunity to give students 
some skills and help them find 
enjoyable careers where they 
could be successful.” 

Pyron came to the ATC in 
1992 as carpentry teacher and 
over 20 years and 18 school- 
built houses later, Pyron, now 
ATC principal, is hanging up 
his tool belt. 

“When I started at the ATC, 
we had very few computers in 
the school,” he said. “We used 
chalk and blackboards and kept 
our grades in gradebooks. Now 
we have over 100 computers 
in the ATC, chalkboards have 
been replaced with projectors 
and screens, and grades are kept 
digitally on Infinite Campus.” 

Pyron and his carpentry 
students built their first 1,000- 
sq. ft. house behind the ATC 
in the 1994-95 school year, 
as hands-on, complete, and 
practical a project for both 
beginning and more skilled 
students as could be had. 

“The students loved the 
project and did some great 
work on the house,” Pyron 
noted. “That first house was 
transported to Cayce and still 
looks good, right on the hill 
beside the old Cayce School.” 

Since that initial year, the 
carpentry students have built 19 
more houses, now family homes 
in neighborhoods in both Fulton 
and Hickman counties. Ronnie 
Harper replaced Pyron as 
carpentry instructor and picked 
up the house-building tradition 
the first year he was hired. 

Watching the students get 
pleasure and pride out of doing 
extraordinary work in many 
areas at the school has been 
rewarding to Pyron. “It is also 
wonderful to talk with students 
after they have been out of 
school a few years,” he added, 
“and seeing them become 
successful in their careers.” 

To those considering entering 
the education field, Pyron has 
encouraging words. “You have 
to enjoy working with young 
folks,” he said, “and finding 
pleasure in helping them learn 
and becoming good at the skills 
that you are teaching.” 

Advice about teaching that 
Pyron himself has heeded is 
that, “Students don’t care how 
much you know until they 
know how much you care,” he 
said. He also feels that strong 
relationships with students are 
very important to encourage 
student success. 

Looking back over his 20- 
year career at the ATC Pyron 
reflected, “I have also had 
the pleasure of working with 
some wonderful teachers and 
administrators at the ATC and at 
the other schools that we work 
with over the years. This has 
been the best job that I’ve ever 
had.” 

Interviews for Pyron’s 
successor begin on May 30, 
2013. Pyron’s last day at the 
ATC will be June 30,2013.
